NOON another 
academic year will 
begin at Britain's 
universities. And a 

new subject of dispute can 
be expected to croup up in 
the senior common rooms as 
the dons reassemble after 
their summer vacations. 


Should the State exercise 
closer control over the public 
money spent by the univer- 
sities? 


Or would such control 
threaten their highly = prized 
academic fresdcm and inde- 

° 


The [rsuc has been foreed on 
the attention of the dons—and 
of the public—by the latest 
report of the Committees of 
Public Accounts, a body of MPs 
whose job It is to sce that the 
taxpayer's money $s not wasted 
by Inciiclemt administration. 


The membership of this com- 
mittee is significant, Its chalr- 
man is Mr Gtorge Benson, the 
ex-Manchester grummér_ school 
boy who is now Socialist MP 
for Chesterticld. But a majority 
of the members are themselves 
university  graduates—nine out 
of 16—with Oxford and Cam- 
bridge predominating. 


No one could therefore think 
that the commilttce’s recom- 
mendations—which ore unanim- 
ous—are prompted cither by 
hostility to the unlversitics or 
by a spirit of envious malice. 


The Government's Auditor- 
General, days the committee, 
should be allowed to examine 
the accounts of the University 
Grants Committee. This is the 
body, made up largely of dons, 
which distributes the a 
monty to the universities. 


Moderation 


The committee makes ont 
_ bmportant reservation. It asks 
that only those accounts which 
*‘yglate to non-recurrent grants” 
should be open to inspection. 
Thus its proposals would affect 
the funds which go to pay for 
buildings and other ent 
fixturea—about a fifth of the 
#34 million which the Govern- 


ment is this year giving to the 
universities. 
‘The committee's recommenda- 
tions’ aro therefore remarkable 
only for th¢ir moderhtion, Yet 
no om would think eo, judging 
by the reception they have had 
in academic circles. i 
', . At their mildest the protest. 
‘dons’ sdopt the tone of 
arecd severity usually 
reserved. for’ delinquent undor- 
ease, Typical is Mr A.H. 
i8mith,. Oxford's Vice-Chanctiior, 


A body of M.P.s which watches over the 
administration of the taxpayers’ money has 
suggested that the State should know more 
about how the universities spend the cash 
they get.

Service 

Of course there Is nu reason 
why the universities should 
oppose the proposals put forwaid 
by Mr Benson and his fellow 
MPs,
